15 U.S.C. § 1824(2) Unlawful Acts 

The (A) showing or exhibiting, in any horse show or horse exhibition, of any horse 
which is sore, (B) entering for the purpose of showing or exhibiting in any horse show 
or horse exhibition, any horse which is sore, (C) selling, auctioning, or offering for sale, 
in any horse sale or auction, any horse which is sore, and (D) allowing any activity 
described in clause (A), (B), or (C) respecting a horse which is sore by the owner of 
such horse. 

You were the custodian who presented the horse “Hitman on Parole” for inspection in 
the Land O’ Sky Summer Festival Horse Show. “Hitman on Parole” was diagnosed 
sore (9 C.F.R. § 11.2(a)) and in violation of the Horse Protectin Act. 

Date of Violation: July 10, 2009 
15 U.S.C. § 1824(7) Unlawful Acts 

The showing or exhibiting at a horse show or horse exhibition; the selling or 
auctioning at a horse sale or auction; the allowing to be shown, exhibited, or sold 
at a horse show, horse exhibition, or horse sale or auction; the entering for the 
purpose of showing or exhibiting in any horse show or horse exhibition; or 
offering for sale at a horse sale or auction, any horse which is wearing or bearing 
any equipment, device, paraphernalia, or substance which the Secretary by 
regulation under section 1828 of this title prohibits to prevent the soring of 
horses. 

The horse you presented for inspection, “Hitman on Parole” tested positive for 
Decamethylcyclopentasiloxane (BIO), Benzocaine and multiple hydrocarbons; 
prohibited foreign substances (9 C.F.R. § 11.2(c)) at the Land O’ Sky Summer 
Festival Horse Show. 


The Animal and Plant Health Inspection Service (APHIS) created federal regulations to ensure 
the welfare of animals and help prevent the spread of animal and plant pests and diseases. Since 
violations of the regulations can have serious and costly impacts that are detrimental to the 
public interest, APHIS is providing you with an Official Warning for the violation(s) described 
above.
